Agent Standbys : 

3. A.IRWISE and AIRBORNE were contacted ten times during the period. On the 

5th of October, AIHWISE reported with a very sore throat and a slight fever. He 
was administered to by d and regained his health within a week. 

AIRBORNE reported with a bad cold on the 11th of October tut is new back in good 
health. Save the bullet wound he acquired last year, he has never had any com- 
plaint about his health before. He is certainly our hardiest agent. 

4. ■ During a routine contact with C_ 13 on ^ October, AIEWISE stated, that 
he knew the route from Slimnitsa to Korce by way of the Morava mountain range. 

.He stated that he could get to within a kilometer of Korce town through dense 
forest without difficulty. This information was of particular significance as 
we were anxious to mount AICOOL this fall but needed a guide for him as he does 
net know any secure routes to Korce town. We are now in the process of developing

5. TiNCEDAIN and A1RSLACK were contacted nine times during the period. 
ENCFiDAIW's area knowledge was explored again in connection with the planning 
for SATURDAY.

In the days of WILLOW team he relied on his team members to guide him 
most of the time. He does not seem to know any areas except those through which 
WILLOW and ?IG traveled.
